*SAn Phoolchand Gandhi These recommendations, submitted 
by the Board of three members were revised m May 1952 
As a result of the decision of the Government grants 
to some of the institutions were totally stopped, to others they 
were continued at reduced figures and in some cases the previous 
grants were continued m full Grants-m-aid to 180 institutions 
consisting mamly of institutions and individuals outside Hyderabad 
were stopped resultmg m a saving of I G Rs 2,03,182 and 
S Rs. 5,87,396, per annum. Grants to 9 institutions were 
continued at reduced figures resulting m a saving of £ 1 50, I G. 
Rs. 25,500 and O.S, Rs 51,200 per annum. The total savings 
to the public exchequer on account of this revision, is 4 lakhs 
per annum 

Skri Phoolchand Gandhi A questionnaire has been framed 
f to find out the history and working of all these institutions.
